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Council approves gateway plan, looks ahead to future

The Town of Fort Erie is 
looking into the future, by 
approving its Gateway 
Secondary Plan. 

On Monday night, coun¬ 
cil gave the green light to 
the plan that calls for a land 
use framework for property 
lying east of Concession 
Road, south of the QEW and 
west and north of Lake Erie 
and Niagara River. 

The vision for this area 
first came to the table in 
2001 and in 2004 a gateway 
urban design strategy was 
approved. 

Staff describes the project 
as a way of improving the 
image of not only Fort Erie, 
but also of Ontario and the 
entire nation of 
Canada, consider¬ 
ing its close proxim¬ 
ity to the border. 

The subject lands 


In the report 
approved by coun¬ 
cil, it is projected 
that Greater Fort 
Erie's population 
will grow by 10,000 

and this strategy 
will accommodate 
that growth. 

"We're very 
pleased to be at this 
point," said the 
town's director of 
community and 
development serv¬ 
ices Rino Mostacci, 
before a brief pres¬ 
entation and 

overview of the plan 
was provided by 
neighbourhood 
planner Tom 


said the proposed improve¬ 
ments will provide a more 
distinct and favourable 
image for the area. 

"This neighbourhood 
performs an important role, 
providing a first impression 
of the town and the region," 
he said. 

Citing that Greater Fort 
Erie's population is project¬ 
ed to grow by 33 per cent 
over the next 20 years, 
Villella said providing a 
means for this foresight is 
necessary to reduce urban 
sprawl. 

"The objective of neigh¬ 
bourhood planning is to 
plan and direct that growth 
to existing urban areas, con¬ 
sistent with urban policy," 
he said. 

In the report, the area is 


characterized as by a mix of 
commercial and residential 
uses, including the "high¬ 
way commercial" uses 
along Garrison Road and 
the County Fair Mall. There 
is "litde or no" industrial use 
in the neighbourhood and 
residential uses range from 
large lot singles along 
Lakeshore Road to mid-rise 
residential apartment 
buildings ranging from five 
to eight stories in height. 

The area is fully- 
equipped with municipal 
services and is potentially a 
desirable development area 
due to its close proximity to 
the QEW and the border. 
However, it is currently 
underdeveloped, resulting 
in an inefficient use of 
municipal services, reads

"The intent is t 
utilize these lands 
mize the efficiency of the 
existing services in the 
area," added Villella. 

Later in the council-in- 
committee meeting, a dele¬ 
gation was provided by a 
senior planner representing 
Canadian Tire Real Estate 
Limited (CTREL), who pro¬ 
posed a site specific zoning 
provision to allow for the 
current gas bar on Central 
Avenue to be re-located to 
the south portion of land of 
where the Canadian Tire on 
Garrison Road exists.

of a gas bar at the location 
allows the corporation to 
carry out its "overall nation¬ 
al strategy to take advantage 
of the synergies between 
the two uses." 

Council had issues with a 
gas bar at this location, con¬ 
sidering the amount of 
competing chains that 
already exist nearby. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
said he appreciates the idea 
of competition in business 
but feels the other gas sta¬ 
tions and their role in the 
community needs to be 
considered. 

"As a council, we need to 
look at ah business in Fort 
Erie, particularly those that 


are affected by other busi¬ 
ness," said Hill. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
agreed, pointing out that if 
the Canadian Tire gas bar 
on Central Avenue were to 
be removed, Ward 1 would 
lose its only service station 
and be added to an area that 
is already equipped with six 
within a minimal radius. 

"I'm taken back, and not 
supportive of this," he said. 

Shular was also curious to 
hear what the Fort Erie loca¬ 
tion's franchisee's thoughts 
are on the proposed re¬ 
location of the gas bar.

Some of the key land use 
elements of the plan that 
are the result of the award¬ 
winning gateway urban 


design strategy from 2004 
include low, medium and 
high density residential. 
The plan also calls for a 
core mixed use area along 
Garrison Road that would 
provide a variety of both 
commercial and residen¬ 
tial uses. 

Open space develop¬ 
ment will provide for the 
creation of parks, trails 
and natural buffer areas. 

Once endorsed by the 
town through by-law, the 
Niagara Region will need 
to give final approval.

she did a "good job."

Craitor said the message 
provided by Hudak's office 
was completely misinterpret¬ 
ed and taken out of context.

"As a person, she did a good 
job. It doesn't mean I agree 
with the decisions made by 
the LHIN," added Craitor, 
Fort Erie's representative at 
the provincial level. 

When Fort Erie held a rally 
at the Leisureplex, bringing 
out over 5,000 people, 
Gledhill was there. 

When the hospital issue 
was at its prime in Fort Erie, 
Gledhill attended and was a 
delegate at a handful of coun¬ 
cil meetings, something 
Craitor feels should be appre¬ 
ciated. 

"She was always accessi-

"I don't remember him 
standing up to Mike Harris, 
saying 'nope, I'm not buying 
into this one,"' said Craitor. 

He also understands that 
being in politics requires 
thick skin and criticism is 
always expected, but at the 
same time feels politicians 
need to play by the rules. 

"There's a sense of fairness 
in politics... and I stand by 
being fair."

Billboard a sign of silent majority’s presence

This is truly a a "sign" 
of some local residents' 
thoughts on the state of 
Fort Erie and I feel the 
need to comment. 

This week, a billboard 
was erected on Garrison 
Road, by a group calling 
itself the Citizens of Fort 
Erie for a Positive Future. 
An image of a young boy 
building a sand castle on 
the beach, is clearly an 
indication that it is 
inspired by council's 


recent decision to poten¬ 
tially begin the process of 
rezoning the Bay Beach 
properties, essentially 
closing the deal with the 
Molinaro Group to build 
a 12-storey- condo build¬ 
ing on the south side of 
Erie Road in Crystal 
Beach. 

For the last three years, 
this has been a heated 
issue around town. Some 
might say it is "the" issue 
of the last few months, as 
many people who were 
never involved in the 
local political arena have 
been coming out of the 
woodwork to provide 
their opinion. 

A year ago, when dele¬ 
gations were made on this 
project, people opposed 


to it severely outweighed 
those in favour of it. This 
is true and their concerns 
were nothing short of 

All along, many people 
claimed there was a 
"silent majority" that 
wanted to se the project 
come to fruition, but were 
passive and didn't make 
an effort to stand up in 
front of a packed council 
chambers to have their 
say. This was dismissed at 
the time as a false claim 
by those in opposition. 

This billboard is proof 
there are more people in 
the community who sup¬ 
port the condo project 
than there was before, 
who feel this develop¬ 
ment being shut down will 


set a precedent for future 
impressions of Greater 
Fort Erie from around the 
province and region. 

As I have said in the 
past, wait until a second 
legal opinion is provided 
to council and you can 
form a final opinion on 
the recent decision made. 

If it turns out the tax¬ 
payers will be faced with 
millions of dollars in legal 
fees, then you have eveiy 
right to be upset with this 
council. 

Be patient and wait it 

In the meantime, what¬ 
ever side of this issue you 
are on, make sure you 
continue to hear all argu¬ 
ments...even though they 
have pretty much been 


beaten to death at this 

But I will close by say¬ 
ing that this billboard 
clearly shows there are 
people in this community 
who want to see this 
development become a 
reality and are willing to 
spend thousands of dol¬ 
lars from their own pock¬ 
ets to deliver their mes¬ 
sage on this billboard. 

There is a silent major¬ 
ity that has risen, worried 
about the future of their 
town and they need to be 
listened to. 

If the mayor and town 
staff's expectations of an 
almost seven per cent 
increase in taxes due to 
the possible breach of 
contract are true, then I 


will be amazed if council 
decides to move forward 
with costing the ratepay¬ 
ers a ton of money. 

To be honest, my jaw 
will drop to the floor. 

The four councillors 
who are in opposition to 
this development have 
been given the label of 
"anti-development" and I 
don't think that is a fair 
assessment to be honest. 
They don't support this 
project, one of many this 
council will hopefully 
consider moving ahead 
with over the next four

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Debate no longer about if condo is a good fit 


Dear Editor, 

There is a fractional 
amount of the population 
in Greater Fort Erie that 
would have the commu¬ 
nity believe the current 
debate is about whether 
the Bay Beach condo¬ 
minium project is a good 
fit. 

That is not the debate. 
That ship has sailed. 

As in any municipal 
process, well established 
legislation dictates that 
sound and factual infor¬ 
mation is gathered and a 
decision is then made 
based on that sound and 
factual information. The 
decision is then subject to 
vigorous testing, such as 
the Ontario Municipal 
Board (OMB), to ensure 
it is compliant to the well 
established legislation. 

Previous council gath¬ 
ered sound and factual 
information. They made 
a decision to contract 
with the Molinaro Group 
based on that sound and 
factual information. The 
decision was subjected to 
the vigorous testing of 
the OMB; 13 appeals, 13 
dismissals. The decision 
was found to be a good 
decision for Greater Fort 
Erie. 

Current council has 
completely reversed this 
process. Upon being 
elected, they made a 
decision to kill the proj¬ 
ect. Now they are gather¬ 
ing facts to support that 
decision, and in so doing 
they exclude anything 


factual that would com¬ 
promise that end. Their 
path is clear as day; evi¬ 
denced by their behav¬ 
iors and the greatly 
unsettled feeling 

amongst the population 
that voted for them. 

What a few call “four 
councillors that listen to 
the people” and what 
some find admirable and 
redeeming, I find objec¬ 
tionable and rogue. Not 
because they don't sup¬ 
port or endorse a particu¬ 
lar project, but because 
one lacks the courage 
and integrity to make a 
decision and stand by it, 
and the other three show 
complete contempt for 
legislative protocols and 
the codes of conduct that 
they swore to uphold. 

That they might will¬ 
ingly collude and con¬ 
spire and give in to a 
mentality that “the end 
justifies the means” is a 
complete breach of trust 
and shows nothing of the 
transparency or account¬ 
ability their office and 
position within the 
Greater Fort Erie 
Community demands. 

Prominent members 
of the province’s con¬ 
struction, development 
and business community 
as well as the regional 
political landscape have 
approached this council 
expressing their shock 
and distaste for this 
unprecedented course of 

The message has been 
clear from developers 


across the province: “We 
will not come near Fort 
Erie again.” The message 
has been clear from our 
regional peers: “If you 
will not support yourself 
then we will no longer 
support you.” 

Yet this council con¬ 
tinues forward with an 
arrogant indifference 
towards the tide now ris¬ 
ing against our communi¬ 
ty- 

Kiss that hospital hope 
goodbye; we won’t find 
an ounce of goodwill left 
in this region if this coun¬ 
cil continues. 

The City of Thunder 
Bay recently made minor 
changes to a develop¬ 
ment contract and were 
promptly sued for $126 
million dollars. They 
appealed to have the case 
arbitrated. That appeal 
was denied and they were 
forced to pay the devel¬ 
opers legal costs. Now 
they’re looking square on 
at a $126 million dollar 
lawsuit. 

While the end result 
costs are unlikely to 
reach $126 million dol¬ 
lars, the ratepayers in 
Thunder Bay are bound 
to walk away from this 
experience in a bow- 
legged fashion. 

And Fort Erie is next, 
with the development 
community and their col¬ 
lective legal teams pool¬ 
ing their support against 
us and this dishonest 
approach to handling our 
business affairs. 

Underneath it all, 


whether one agrees with 
the condo or not, the les¬ 
son on display in an 
unprecedented fashion to 
our regional neighbors 
and the rest of the 
province is that, should 
the winds of opinion 
change, it is acceptable in 
Fort Erie to renege on a 
commitment. 

Not just a verbal com¬ 
mitment and the roman¬ 
tic notion that between 
good people a handshake 
is binding, but the very 
formal and legal 
covenants that contract 
law has engrained into 
society as protective 


measures against those 
that would hold low 
regard for the concept of 
commitment. 

For a young business 
guy, this council’s course 
of action is a crushing 
blow to everything I have 
grown up understanding 
about how a businessper¬ 
son should conduct them- 

This council’s course 
of action destroys a foun¬ 
dation upon which the 
good business ideals of 
my generation have been 
built and I will not accept 
this choice they have 
made on my behalf. 


I never thought I’d be 
“that guy,” the one all 
worked up about munici¬ 
pal politics. I’m beyond 
embarrassed at this 
shameful chain of events. 
Please stand up and be 
heard, send an e-mail to 
council today. This is a 
train wreck that can be 
avoided.
